‘Political Sham’ Is 
An Apt Conclusion 


If the frantic haste to railroad the new 
50-million-dollar rural road bonds au- 
thorization through the House of Repre- 
sentatives did not prove its political in- 
tent, the extreme pressure on members of 
the House does. 

According to representatives, 
they have been begged, cajoled, threat- 
ened with loss of state benefits if they op- 
posed the bill and promised the moon to 
support it. 

Members of the Legislature, of course, 
are more politically wise than the admin- 
istration gives them credit-for. Unless 
Gov. Griffin is able to name his successor 
—which is not likely, how could he make 
good on his promises? Such promises by 
a lame-duck governor have little mean- 
ing. 

The governor has said that the money 
could not be committed or spent during 
his administration. Why, then, does he 
insist upon saddling the next administra- 
tion and the succeeding Legislatures with 
a debt requiring 80 million dollars in 
taxes to retire? Why not wait until the 
money is needed and then give the addi- 
tional authorization if economic conditions 
and the tax situation permit? 

Attempts to make this seem like a 
citv-county fight are Nobody is 
against building rural roads where need- 
ed. But the staggering debt to be created 
must be paid in taxes. And the counties 
may as well accept the fact of higher lo- 
cal taxes for maintenance if the bill 
should pass. 

It’s silly to argue that the added bur- 
den would not mean more taxes. The 
facts of state income and spending say 
otherwise. 

The money is not needed now. The 
Highway Department cannot spend what 
it already has on hand. 
What. then, are the motives behind 
this determined drive to add millions to 
the state’s bonded debt? The only logical 
conclusion one can draw is that it is a 
calculated bid to influence voters with the 
taxpayers’ own funds. It is aimed at this 
year’s primary and possibly the elections 
of 1960 and 1962. 

For the good of all Georgia, we hope 
the statement by Sen. Dixon Oxford Fri- 
day proves correct. “But the people,” he 
said, “will not be misled by such sham— 
they recognize this bill for Just what it 
is—a politically inspired slush fund.” 

Surely the House of Representatives 
will be able to see what the former chair- 
man of the Rural Roads Authority sees 
so well.

Young Traffic Violators 
Merit Adult Treatment 


The General Assembly should clear the 
air of confusion concerning which court 
has jurisdiction over traffic violators un- 
der 17 years of age. 

A 1957 state law permitting such driv- 
ers to be tried in courts other than juve- 
nile following the recommendation of one 
grand jury has resulted in a muddled con- 
qition. 

For instance, the November-December 

1 County Grand Jury said the trials 
should be held in Municipal Traffic Court. 
However, two previous juries favored the 
juvenile court retaining jurisdiction. 
This clearly demonstrates the need for 
a new law spelling out exactly which of 
the two is vested with the authority in 
question. 

And of the two, it seems far more log- 
ical to place the matter in the hands of 
municipal court. Anyone old enough to 
drive under today’s traffic conditions is 
also old enough to face the consequences 
of disobeying traffic laws.

May City, County Truce 
Be of Long Duration! 


New signs of burying the hatchet be- 
tween Atlanta and Fulton County govern- 
ments will be welcomed heartily by all 
citizens of the metropolitan community. 
There has been a commendable improve- 
ment of relations ‘between them during 
the past few months, a fact which former 
Commission Chairman Archie Lindsey 
pointed out in his year-end report. 

At the installation Thursday of the new 
chairman, Carlyle Fraser, both he and 
Mayor Hartsfield pledged greater coopera- 
tion. Mr. Fraser remarked, “For the good 
of all of us, we must work together.” 

He is quite right. There is no need for 
the constant bickering which all too fre- 
quently in the past has marred relations 
between the two governmental units. The 
metropolitan community has mutual 
problems and the two governments have 
their own sets of problems. Where there 
are conflicts of interest, surely it should 
be possible to get together and iron them 
out for the good of all. 

All of us must realize the fact that the 
Metropolitan area will soon have a popu- 


lation of a million people. Estimates for 
the next 50 years indicate two million. 
There will be constant issues as a result 
of growth and frequent frictions. But this 
future must be planned for and the issues 
recognized before they reach the crisis 
stage. 

Two governmental units within the 
community constantly at loggerheads 
would lead to no solutions and would 
hinder progress. We commend the new 
efforts at cooperation.

Primaries Are Functions 
Best Left to the People 


Fulton Sen. Charlie Brown has intro- 
duced a measure which would put Geor- 
gia cities of more than 200,000 popula- 


tion in the primary election business. 


Since obviously at present it would affect 


only Atlanta, it thus is aimed at the local 
city primary. 

If passed, the city executive commit- 
tee would become a useless body and the 
responsibility for conducting elections 
would become a function of city govern- 
ment itself. 

The act provides that the expense of 
holding such primary elections and run- 
over primary elections “shall be paid by 
the municipality in which such primary 
election is held.” It provides further that 
fees paid by all candidates will be paid 
to and become the property of the municl- 
pality. 

Sen. Brown also sets down flat fixed 
fees for qualification of candidates. If this 
does not pay costs of the election, the re- 
mainder will come from the city treasury. 

Frankly, we think Sen. Brown’s bill 
would create more evils than it would 
cure. The mere prospect of opening the 
city treasury to pay election expenses is 
frightening enough. But it stands to rea- 
son that if the citv is to assume responsi- 
bility for paying for the election, accept- 
ing qualification fees and similar duiles, 
it would move inevitably toward 
lute control of such elections. 

There is much doubt whether the bill 
is constitutional. There is no provision 
we know of whereby the Legislature can 
force a municipality to make anppropri- 
ations for private primaries. If there 
were such a provision, any group who 
wished could call a primary at any time 
and demand that the city foot the bill. 

Atlanta has enough financial troubles 
without having to set up election machin- 
ery, the expense of which no one can fore- 
see. Primary elections traditionally have 
been the business of citizens of this coun- 
try, not of governments. They should be 
left in the hands of the people and of 
parties, with executive committees an- 
swerable for their actions at the ballot box.

When O. Henry, the short-story 
writer, was dying on June 5, 1910, 
he whispered to someone near 
him: “Turn up the light. I don't 
want to go home in the dark.” 


If a person refuses the light 
during life, however, is it not pos- 
sible for the light to go out and 
it then cannot be turned up? One 
does not have to commit crimes 
like a Trigger Burke to blot God 
out of his life. 

Why don’t people pray before 
it is about all over and when 
their prayers are certain to mean 
something? That is an important 
question to answer.

The second was that Adams. 
with the President’s knowledge 
and approval, was ‘‘getting him- 
self better known” among the Re- 
publican politicos in order to see 
whe-her there was any support 
for his* becoming a_ presidential 
candidate in 1960. 

The simple fact in this particu- 
lar case seems to be merely that 
Adams was sore at the Demo- 
crats. 

He has been sitting around in 
his inaccessible office for weeks 
listening to the Democrats berate 
the Republican defense record. 

Adams has two well-developed 
qualities: A fierce loyalty to the 
President and a bad temper. Both 
were involved in Minneapolis and 
wher, these two qualities combine, 
he runs to sarcasm and verbal 
aggression. 

The Democrats do not espe- 
cially resent the charge that 
they have a responsibility in their 
1945-53 record for 
shortage. But they resent two 
things: 

They feel that Adams _ shoots 
from ambush in that he cannot 
be questioned by the Congress or 
the press, as the President and 
the Cabinet can. 

And they resent his revival of

the old fighting implications that 
the Democrats were responsible 
for Pearl Harbor, for ‘‘the scien- 
tific catastrophe of losing our 
atomic secrets,’ for the Commu: 
nist invasion of Korea, for ‘‘the 
tragic loss of China,” and for 
limiting the area of the Korean 
War. 

It is this latter point that is 
hard to explain. For James: C. 
Hagerty, the President’s press 
secretary, said that Adams knew 
what was in the President's 
speech and presumably this in- 
cluded knowledge that the Presi: 
dent was asking for a moratorium 
on partisan approaches to the de- 
fense debate. 

Nevertheless, he raked up many 
of the charges that envenomed 
the whole political atmosphere 
during the heyday of the late 
Sen.

Among the natives, it is popular 
to become a Christian and no one 
is more welcomed than a Chris- 
tian missionary.

To Gain Im petus Here

Preliminary plans were launched Friday to “sell” 
a lagging $50,000,000 housing program to provide homes 
for persons displaced in urban renewal and other gov- 
ernmental activities in Atlanta. 


_ The aldermanic board’s build-, 
ing and electric lights committee | 
held a joint conference with John 


Thigpen, director of FHA in Geor- | 


gia, and his aides for the pur-| 
pose of acquainting Atlantans 
with the advantages of the pro- 
gram. 

They intend to initiate a con- 
certed and intensive ‘educational! 
effort,’ and to bolster it if nec- 
essary by “‘taking civic leaders 
and others to other cities to see 
just what the program means.”’ 

Thigpen expressed concern that 
of the 1,500 housing units which 
had been planned by the first 
of the year, none has yet been 


started. Speakers also cited com- | 


munity opposition and ‘‘unfound- 


ed fears.” 

The new R-5 zoning require- 
ments under which the housing 
will be built provides for lots 
having a frontage of at least 60 
feet, and having 7,500 square 
feet of ground space. Houses 
must have 810 square feet of 
floor space, 40 additional square 
feet of storage space, must have 
adequate heating, be screened, 
and have three bedrooms and a 
complete bath with tile.

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Youthful Scientists Warned 
Of Rocket Fuel Hazards 


Georgia's junior scientists were warned Friday to go easy with 
hichly explesive rocket fuels or risk being blown aloft along with 
their missiies 


The grim warning came from 
two top Georgia chemists on the 


heels of an announcement by a 
15-year-old Atlanta high school 
student that he had sent a small 
rocket 75-100 feet in the air. 


Dr. William Spicer, head of 


Georgia Tech's. chemistry de- 
partment, said “its a good idea 
for youngsters to exneriment if 


they know enough or if they have 
the proper supervision.” 

The student, who fired the roc 
ket, said he used a powder made 
from potassium chlorate, sulfur, 
charcoal and potassium nitrate 
to fuel the missile. 

Dr. R. A. Day, head of the Em- 
ory University chemistry depart- 
ment, agreed that potential scien- 
tists should be encouraged to use 


their imagination and originality. 
Both professors said however 

that handling chemicals going into 

rocket fuel is very dangerous.

Most students who wrote let- 
ters to the Young Ideas editor this 
week believe that teen-agers have 
earned the trust of their parents. 
The writers stressed, however, 
that parents and their youngsters 
n.ust work together for trust. 

Jane Trebreh, a_ 17-year-old 
senior at Druid Hills High, wrote 
this winning letter: 

It is rare indeed for any one 
thing to be rightfully termed 
all black or all white. Teen- 
agers do not differ in this re- 
spect. Some can be trusted by 
their parents and some cannot. 

Teen-agers who come in 
from dates at the set time in- 
stead of an hour or so later, 
those who follow safety regu- 
lations for driving an automo- 
bile instead of “dragging” down 
the main street, those who in 
general have adopted a sense of 
responsibility, a healthy respect 
for their parents’ wishes and 
the rights of others—these are 
the young adults who merit the 
trust of their parents and usu- 
ally receive it. 

It is the minority of teens, 
sometimes referred to by socie- 
ty as “rebels without a cause,” 
who have proved themselves 
unworthy of trust. 

Parents, though, will find

I have listened to the problems of literally 
thousands of married women. 

I have formed some definite conclusions about 
marriage, and the strongest is this, that the 
burden of creating a happy marriage falls mainly 
on the wile. 

A man’s life is much more difficult than a 
woman's. full of the groaning strength of re- 
sponsibility and the lonely and often fruitless 
search for pride in himself. 

A cheerful and contented woman at home, even 
one who must often pretend gaiety, gives a man 
enough confidence to believe he can lick the 
universe. I'm certain that the woman who en- 
riches her husband with her admiration and her 
ready response gets her reward on earth, from 
her husband. 

Every wife has a positive moral obligation to 
have something of herself left over from her 
home and children for her husband. The first 
essential of her marriage is that she be happy 
and relaxed when he is home, that there be no 
turmoil which he must smooth over. 

A wife who is tired is incredibly unreasonable, 
and while her humor and understanding are at 
their lowest ebb she is most likely to find her- 
self in a screaming, hysterical tirade against her 
husband. A few of these can rock any marriage. 

No marriage is static. A wife must be sensi- 


tive, from the very beginning, to the fact that 
the quality of her marriage will change con- 
stantly. I have found that the patterns of mar- 
riage seem to repeat themselves to the point of 
predictability. 

This cannot be demonstrated more dramati- 
cally than by looking at a marriage 10 years oid. 
Some marriages, I realize, mature more rapidly 
and come to the stage I am about to describe 
when they are only five or six years old. These 
are exceptions, marriages that have endured 
mammoth conflicts and turbulence and therefore 
age more rapidly. 

The couple married 10 years has arrived at 
a crossroads. The 10th year is a blast furnace 
that shatters many marriages, though they may 
endure superficially. Monotony has set in. Love- 
making may become a dull and unimaginative 
act, performed without taste or consideration. 
This is a period of experimentation, when men 
tend to swap certain information in locker rooms. 

It is also a period when the fantasy love lives 
of both husband and wife are full-blown. A 
woman may be disgusted at her thoughts when 
she watches a handsome young athlete; the male 
is less perturbed by his visions when he eyes 
girls in their summer dresses. 

It is a time when the husband is likely to 
wander, wistfully longing for a sense of achieve- 
ment and the conviction that he is exceedingly 


male. Both ; are » heres pom by Ree oon 
the wife with growing children and the husband 
with a developing career. Escape never looked 
more inviting. Not since they were in their teens 
has either member of the marriage been more 
immature in their lack of responsibility. 

This period is normal. All new marriages 
should be aware that a time of restless seeking is 
coming. It can be weathered with the exercise 
of common sense, prudent control, humor, and a 
rich heaping of flattery. 

Some couples weather the white water by never 
speaking of it, clinging wordlessly in the small 
hours of the night, and waiting out the year with 
small talk until the seizure passes. Others wrestle 
with it openly, holding searing arguments and 
fervent conciliations, hurling their energies into 
some new joint occupation such as finishing the 
basement or playing golf. Sometimes, best of 
all, they laugh and moan, “‘Isn’t this awful?’’ and 
hold tight to their marriage vows. 

But many permit their marriage to be de- 
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stroyed. They settle for separate lives under the 


same roof, which isn’t a marriage at all. The 
wife becomes a tyrant in her PTA, while the 
husband becomes absorbed in his business and 
occasionally has affairs. Their conversations are 
monitored nothings for the sake of the children. 
Social occasions are opportunities to drink enough 
to establish an alibi for flirtations and other 
promiscuities. 

When a marriage is ahout 15 years old the 
husband’s enjoyment requires more than the 
simple fulfillment of his youth. He now needs an 
affectionate tesponse or else he is sickened. His 
wife must have warmth and tenderness in these 
years when passion is diminishing. This is the 
hardest time to remember he also wants to be 
intrigued and aroused. If his wife doesn’t ac- 
complish this, someone else may. 

If the wife has failed to understand the chang- 
ing quality of her marriage over the years and 
if the gap that began in the 10th year has never 
been mended, another crisis will occur at the 25th 
anniversary. 

The couple is now middle-aged and the chil- 
dren grown and gone. They may decide to go on 
living together because the forces of habit are so 
strong, but many of them divorce. 

Protest as she may, the woman can no longer 
do anything to save her marriage. She goes adrift 
in a cold and lonely sea. The time to fight to save 
a.Marriage is before the 10th year. 


Atlantan Em plying

Hundreds of polio victims are out of their wheel 
chairs because of an Atlanta mother and her 12-year- 


old son. 

Mrs. Sidney Cavalier not only 
collects nearly $15,000 each year 
for the March of Dimes but has 
also devised a ‘“‘jacket’’ which 
enables her son, Ben Charles, 
to lead a nearly normal iife. 

The boy, though paralyzed 
from the waist up except for 
partial use of one wrist muscle, 
spends his after-school hours in 
his tool shop and repairing his 
two miniature gasoline cars. 
STRICKEN 10 YEARS AGO 

Stricken with polio 10 years 
aco, Ben’s survival was at first 
doubtful. He was rushed to 
Warm Springs. 

While Ben and another boy 
lay side by side in iron lungs, 
Mrs. Cavalier ‘woke up.” 

“IT realized how small my 
small donations in money and 
time had been,”’ she said. ‘‘I 
saw that the polio foundation 
didn’t ask who could pay until 
afterwards. And so I went to 
work wholeheartedly.” 


She added, “‘I could afford to 
meet our expenses. But I saw 
how many thousands of dollars 
it takes to care for one wheel- 
chair patient for just one year. 
And I knew I had to help.” 


IN A WHEEL CHAIR 


The doctors finally had Ben in 
a wheel chair. But they gave no 
hope of his ever walking. 

Then Mrs. Cavalier had an 
idea. She went into the brace 
shop at Warm Springs. They 
had no brace suited to Ben’s 
type of paralysis. But, from 
Mrs. Cavalier’s suggestion, they 
devised a “jacket’’ and corset 
which, in the absence of any 
usable muscles from the waist 
up, enabled Ben to hold himself 
erect 

Watching Ben’s needs, Mrs. 
Cavalier has been able to make 
other suggestions to the Warm 
springs stalf. 

On one of her many visits to 
Warm Springs, both for Ben's 
check-ups and to do extra work, 
she was surprised to hear one 
doctor say, ““Your son has on a 
Ben Charles Cavalier jacket!” 
The brace shop had named the 
jacket for her son, unknown to 
the Cavaliers. 

SPECIAL TYPEWRITER 

Ben is learning to type on a 
special electric typewriter in 
hopes that his typing will get 
him through school and on to 
Georgia Tech. 

“He can fix anything mechan- 
ical,’ said Mrs. Cavalier, ‘‘or 
at least can tell what is wrong 
with the machine. The garage 
tried three times to fix the air 
conditioning unit in our Car. 
Then Ben told them what was 
wrong. And it is fixed.” 

Mrs. Cavalier has two other 
children, Jules and Sally, both 
grown Sally, who recently mar- 
ried and is living in San Diego, 
helped her mother until this 
vear in in this individual collec- 
tion of funds for polio.
